Bnglish Neutrality. 
THE PROTEST OF PRUSSIA—COUNT BERN- 
STOF?’s REPLY TO EARL GRANVILLE. 


New Yorx, October 9.—The Tribune’s 
special from London says the contro~ 
versy between Prossia and England, in 
regard to the violation of her neatrality 
by exporting arms te France, is growing 
more and more seriously. Bernstoff’s 
delay in replying to Earl Granville’s last 
communication created the belief that 
Prassia had abandoned the discussion. 

A second dispatch sent to the Foreign 
Office to-day, explains that the delay 
was due to the hope of peace, which now 
disap) lt reviews the whole ques— 
tion at great length, and points out how 
the English Government has shifted its 
ground. First, furnishing proof of the 


alleged supplies to France; when the], 
proof was furnished Granville declared | | 


the traffic legitimate—tha: the customs 
authorities had no power to stop it, and 
imputing to Prussia desire for benevo- 
lent neutrality from England. 

Bernstoff denies intimating such @ de~ 
sire, and reminds Granville tbat be ex- 
pressed on the one hand his satisfaction 
that the English public was on the side 
of Prussia, and on other his regret that 
this opinion had no greater influence on 
the Government. He says: “I have 
not asked England to transgress her 
neutrality in favor of Prussia, but to 
maintain that neutrality, which, while 
intended to be impartial, becomes, in its 
practicable efforts, a neatrality benevo— 
lant and partial toward France, permit— 
ting French agents to bay up in this 
country, uoder the eyes and with the 
cognizance of the British Government, 
great quantities of arins and ammanition. 
A swarm of testimony proves that 15- 
000 stands of arms have been exported 
to France since September 30th, aad a 
number of manufactories, especially at 
Birmingham. and London, are working 
day and night forFrench agents. I poss- 
ess authentic copies of the contracts 
between the French Government and 
English- houses, snd proofs that the 
export of arms and ammunition is 
thoroughly organized at several British 
ports. The British Government “admits 
it has the power to stop thise export, but 
L insist that the practice is not exercised 
power except in English interests. ” 

Two examples ore given to prove the 
contrary; first, Wellingtou’s letter to Can- 
ning in 1825, saying that Eogland’s 
usual practice was to protibie such 
export, and that not prohibiting 1b is @ 
breach of neotrality ; and second, the 
orders issued iu 1868 to the rat 
authority to prevent the exportation of 
arms to nse ¢gainst Denmark. In direct) 
contradiction to this order, insued bythe | 
same authorities on the 8th ultimo, in the 
case of delay in the shipment of arms aud 
ammunition, Granville further alleges the 
difficulties aguinst effectively sapervising 
such export, but admits thet such regu- 
lations ulready exist. The French oer 
plain that Prassia, during the Crimean 
war, allowed the transport of arms, Tbe 
complaints then made are now renewed, 
but at that time they were shown to have 
been unfuanded, Refuting various otber 
suggestions of Earl Granville, Bernstoff 
concludes : 

“ Aw for the hope expressed by your 
Excellency, that the Gerinan peop:e will 
in a cooler moment judge less severely 
the attitude of the British Government,
